NOW THE FUEL SPECIALIST 


Rivalry between the old line coal 
dealer and the oil burner dealer is 
fast disappearing. Instead of figtht_ 
ing the inroads of modern automatic 
heating equipment the retail coal 
man is setting up oi] tanks and go- 
ing after his share of the increasing 
demand for fue} oil. A recent survey 
discovered 512 dealers in 320 Amert- 
can cities who sell both coal and oil. 

The coal dealer is learning that it 
pays to be a “fuel specialist.” In/ 
these days of gcientific heating he ts 
called upon ‘to supply the kind of fue} 
best adapted to specialized types of 
heating plants. If his customer burns 
coal he must know whether ‘‘egg’” 
“furnace,” ‘nut’ “pea,” or “buck 
wheat” will give the best results in 
that particular house. If the custom- 
er operates an automatic bumner he 
must understand the characteristics 
of the three grades of fuel oil used in 
this type of heating plant. 

The recent survey by the Bureau 
of Mines and the U. 8. Census Bud- 
eau shows that there are now 535,- 
000 oi! burners in American homes, 
using one and a quarter billion gab 
lons of fuel oil in a year. During the 
past six years the number of domes- 
tic oil bumers has increased at an 
average of 100 per cent each year.
